FROM ANNUAL REPORT TO 
LIVE STOCK SANITARY COMMITTEE 


Today there is less serious animal disease 
on the farms in the North Central states 
than at any time in the 15 year history of 
the organized campaign to control and era- 
dicate bovine tuberculosis and other conta- 
gions such as anthrax, sheep scab and 
Bang’s disease. This achievement is a high- 
light of the annual report of Harry J, 
Boyts, commissioner, to the Live Stock 
Sanitary Committee of the Sioux City and 
Sioux Falls live stock markets. 


However, coupled with the announcement 
of the successful efforts of the industry to 
help reduce disease losses, is a_ note of 
warning to all farmers and handlers of live 
stock that several of these diseases, particul- 
arly anthrax, are known to recur at inter- 
vals and in 1941 there should be no let down 
in the vigilance to prevent the spread of 
any of these contagions. 


By aggresive work sheep scab has been 
practically eradicated from flocks in South 
Dakota, Northwestern Iowa, and North- 
eastern Nebraska during the last three 
years. To help prevent recurrence in this 
area, a conference of state and federal 
sanitary officials of Iowa, South Dakota, 
Minnesota, North Dakota, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, and Missouri was held at Sioux City, 
which was the beginning of a program for 
all states in the Northwest to adopt uni- 
form sanitary regulations. 

In 1940, 161 herds of cattle in the area 
were quarantined for anthrax, which ap- 
peared in a few sections where it had not 
occurred for several years. Since anthrax 
strikes with unusual virulence every 4 or} 
years, there is concern about preventing the 
spread of the disease this year, especially ! 
the summer is very hot and dry. Herds on 
farms where anthrax has ever occu 
should be vaccinated in April or May by 
experienced veterinarians. 

Every county in the United States has 
been officially declared a modified accredit- 
ed area as practically free of bovine tuber- 
culosis, the last two counties in California

- Searcely had the Thirty-Fifth Annual National Western Stock 
Show gotten under way when the annual sale under the auspices 
of the Western Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association was called to 
order by Col. A. W. Thompson, of Lincoln, Nebraska. President 
E. W. Serrell, of Denver, and Secretary W. B. Lutes, of Merino, are 
to be congratulated upon getting together such a fine array of 
breeding cattle for the occasion. The sale was set for Monday, 
January 13th, commenc- 
ing at 2:00 p. m., and 
started right on time in 
spite of the fact that 
those who were to occupy 
the seats had spent the 
forenoon in the judging 
arena watching the show- 
ings in the Junior feeding 
contest. Bulls in the 
yards had not yet started 
to move so there was no 
established price with 
which to start. The men 
and women occupying the 
seats, and by the way, 
this was the largest crowd 
ever to attend a Denver 
Aberdeen-Angus sale, 
were careful with their 
spending, nevertheless 
when the sale had finished 
the averages were well 
above those acquired last 
year. Thus the auction 
sales of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle for 1941 have start- 
ed with a nice up trend 
over prices attained in the 
year 1940, and that was 
the banner year in Aber- 
deen-Angus history in America. The wide distribution of the cat- 
tle offered showed a good strong demand for cattle sold through 
the Denver National sale ring.

Grand and Reserve Breed Champions go to lowa Youths 


By Fred Hahne 


949 Junior Aberdeen-Angus show at 
Pe Ne aa was without question one 
f the very top exhibits on the grounds, 
better perhaps all the way through than 
the breed has thus far been able to present. 
This report purposely belated because of a 
desire to present many photos of the calves 
along with the report, now is submitted 
without illustrations as the Journal has not 
been able to procure them. We were par- 
ticularly anxious to show a good many of 
these individual animals in order that Jour- 
nal readers might gain a clearer picture of 
the quality, type and breed character rep- 
resented in this group of close to one hun- 
dred head of steers from all sections of the 
country. The 1000 to 1150 pound class of 
thirty-three head was, perhaps, about the 
best group of Aberdeen-Angus ever to grace 
an International arena. There were steers 
a plenty in this group of such type, quality 
and finish as to command championship 
honors most anywhere. It was no particu- 
larly easy task to arrange these calves in 
order for their ribbons. 
It was from this light heavy weight di- 
vision that Judge J. Chas. Yule, of Car- 
stairs, Alberta, chose his breed champion 
and reserve breed champion. The battle in 
class had been between the calves shown by 
Lisle Mullins, of Winterset, Iowa, and Har- 
old Tyner, of Tipton, Indiana, for first and 
second place, finally ending with the boys 
standing in order named. Miss Maye 
Shrum, of Newton, Iowa, had to be reckoned 
with too, her entry landing in third place. 
In the championship contest as between the 
first and second prize winners in each of the 
four weight classes, the battle simmered 
down to a contest between the first and sec- 
ond prize winner in the light heavy class 
with Lisle Mullins showing his _ steer 
through to the breed championship and the 
reserve going to Harold Tyner. : : 
The juniors had done a mighty fine job 
of fitting their calves and they did just as 
nicely when it came to presenting their en- 
tries to the judge. It seemed to the Jour- 
nal representative that the calves as a whole 
were better than usual, a little closer to the 


the quarters, depth in the twist and lower 
quarters, a better flank, a bit more length 
in many cases from hooks to pin bones 
and the resulting increase in distance 
from rear of quarter to flank at the 
flank line if we wish to keep out in front. 
If we can just bolster up a bit in these sec- 
tions no one will stop us ever again. There 
were a few tail heads also that could have 
been better. These suggestions are made 
in the hope of seeing some of these objec- 
tions overcome during the next year, and 
they are made not in fun but in all sincerity 
and for the good of the breed. 

Perhaps the Journal is out of order in 
suggesting to the International management 
as well as other larger fair managements 
that it would be nice to try using a breed 
judge in each of the three breeds and then 
bringing their findings together for the 
final showings in the inter-breed grand 
championships. At least it would stop a, 
part of the prattle at the ringside and put 
the responsibility for presentation of proper 
breed specimens in the finals up to the breed 
sponsors themselves. To us breed character 
is quite essential.

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A Visit to Argentina 


Fifth Installment 
By Otto V. Battles 


THE I could not help but wonder, as I 
CAMP saw the fine looking groups of 

Shorthorns from the windows of 
our railway car, how the Aberdeen-Angus 
would look in comparison. We were either 
not passing through Aberdeen-Angus terri- 
tory, or the Aberdeen-An- 


Leloir’s bulls were thick low set fellows, 
carrying a wealth of smooth flesh. It 
might be said here that whereas the show 
requirements in the camp bull classes call 
for bulls raised in the open, there is no 
restriction against high condition. After I 
had judged the cattle at Palermo, 
I came to the conclusion that I had 


gus cattle were too far 
from the railroad to be 
seen. At any rate, the 
first doddies that I saw on 
the green pastures of the 
pampa were on the first of 
Senor Leloir’s estancias 
that we were to visit, so 
you can imagine how im- 
patient we were to get 
there. Despite the fact 
that this was not Senor 
Leloir’s most important 
breeding plant, I was not 
disappointed with what I 
saw there. I was at once 
thoroughly convinced that 
the Aberdeen-Angus of the 
Argentine compared fav- 
orably with the Short- 
horns, as they roamed 


seen some camp bulls practically 
equal in flesh to those shown 
there, and that I had seen some 
almost, if not quite, equal in qual- 
ity. After we _ had finished the 
judging of Senor Leloir’s camp 
bulls, we drove over some of his 
pastures, where we saw a great 
number of fine breeding cattle, 
both pedigreed and puros_ por 
ecruza. Then back to the estancia 
headquarters, where tea was await- 
ing us. As in England, serving tea 
at about 5 p. m. is a fixed custom 
in Argentina. The only difference 
that I could see was that the 
Argentine tea is a more sumptuous 
affair than that served by the Eng- 
lish. In fact, as I shall relate later, 
the whole Argentine menu is more 
extensive than that of any other 


over the vast pastures of 
the pampa, and that, as in 
our own country, they 
greatly increased the 
beauty of the pastoral scene. As _ our 
scheduled itinerary called for only a brief 
stop at this estancia, we started immediate- 
ly to inspect the cattle, and the first that 
we saw were several groups of camp bulls, 
which were being prepared for the San 
Justo show, which was to be held several 
weeks following the Palermo show. Senor 
Leloir honored me by asking me to classify 
his groups for this show—that is, select the 
animals with the view of establishing the 
most uniformity in type and conformation 
in the several lots he was to exhibit at San 
Justo. Needless to say, I enjoyed doing 
this, and it had the advantage of familiar- 
izing me with the qualities of Argentine 
cattle. From that time on I had the pleas- 
ure of judging my beloved Aberdeen-Angus 
practically every day right up to the time 
of the Palermo Show. Every place we went 
I was invited to place certain groups of ani- 
mals. Our hosts seemed anxious to have 
my ideas, and I was only too glad to give 
them to them. How much they were worth, 
of course, is problematical. At 
any rate, this work was both inter- 
esting and educational to me, and 
it helped to prepare me for what 
was to come at Palermo. Senor

country I have visited. The Argen- 
tines truly live on the fat of the 
land, and they show it in their 
personal appearance. Never have I seen 
such universal health and vigor as is evi- 
denced in the physique of the people of this 
great South American country, and never 
better proof of the value of meat in the 
diet, because the Argentine diet is prepon- 
derantly rich in meat—largely beef. 
Darkness had followed the short Argen- 
tine winter day by the time we had finished 
tea, and the motor cars were waiting to 
take us to the station. We started im- 
mediately, accompanied by our recent host. 
Arriving there, we had to wait a short 
time for the train which was to take us to 
Senor Zuberbuhler’s estancia, “La Celina”, 
or close to it. It was while waiting at this 
little country station in the heart of the 
pampa that night that I saw for the first 
time the massive two-wheel carts used by 
the peons and others to get about the coun- 
try. Several of them had been driven up to 
the station for one reason or another, and 
I inspected them and the big strong horses 
hitched to them—in most cases singly. These

entire outfits, including the harness. with ; 
high-peaked collar, were quite prt _ 
those I had seen in Europe. There w : 
however, one noticeable difference and dat 
was that the Argentine cart had. in Raver 
instances, much higher wheels than Per 
had seen before; in fact, I marveled: 
much at the massiveness of the wheels : 
some of the carts which I saw at the station 
that night and later in our travels about the 
country, that I was finally led to inquire = 
to the reason for their great height, and Was 
told that the high wheels served better in 
deep mud than the smaller ones, and at 
times the roads over which they travelled 
were almost bottomless. 


But here is our train and we must leave 
these to-me curious carts and their pict- 
uresque drivers behind. The contrast in 
transportation modes is made more appar- 
ent by the fact that this train is one of the 
new streamliners recently adopted by some 
of the Argentine railways. It was so much 
different from the old type European train 
in which we had left Buenos Aires, and s0 
much like our own modern trains that we 
felt right at home, very much the same as 
though we had been enroute from Chicago 
to Clinton, Iowa, on the “City of San Fran- 
cisco”. In the club car a delicious dinner 
was served, and here we spent the several 
hours necessary to reach Senor Zuberbuhler’s 
station. There were a number of estancieros 
in the car enroute from Buenos Aires to 
their estancias, including several English- 
men, with whom we conversed very plea- 
santly. At about ten-thirty we arrived at 
Senor Zuberbuhler’s railway station and got 
into the motor cars which were awaiting us 
there. The night was exceedingly dark and 
the rain was coming down in torrents. We 
had about twelve miles to go over an ex- 
tremely muddy road, a road which we, who 
are accustomed to paved highways, would 
consider hazardous, even in daylight. I re- 
call that for considerable distances at a time 
that night we drove through water which 
came over the running boards of our ear, 
and at times, in order to avoid water too 
deep to negotiate, we were compelled to 
turn from the center of the highway to the 
extent that the two outside wheels wouid 
be on solid ground, while the other two 
would be in the water at a lower level. And 
at all times the difference between these 
levels was so great that it seemed that the 
car would surely upset and we 
would be spilled into the water. 
But we soon learned that we could 
have absolute faith in our driver.

rrived in Aledo a few days ago, 

Pe jana breeders were putting the 

finishing touches on their sale cattle. Man- 

Y Mugh McWhorter, who has successful- 
iy managed the “Aberdeenshire of Msc 
iea’s” sales for many years stated that the 
1941 event was to be the best yet, that he 
and a committee had acted to secure a more 
choice consignment than here-to-fore and 
that more young bulls and young females 
had been refused or rejected by the com- 
mittee than in any other year. Such a pro- 
gram always results in a better consign- 
ment, and serves to better promote the 
breed. : 

re not going to offer much detailed 
wae pg the 1941 Mercer County 
sale consignment. To remember one hun- 
dred lots of cattle is beyond our ability. 
Yet, there are several cattle that will prove 
interesting to the attending buyers at this 
spring’s sale at Aledo. 

Bulls, thirty head of them, will be includ- 
ed. Some are going to prove quite attrac- 
tive from the dual standpoint of pedigree 
and individuality. That a herd sire should 
be good individually is true, but he must 
have also a background of breeding, pedi- 
gree, if you wish. To try to select the top 
bull would be difficult, for the sale will 
offer bulls of different strains of breeding, 
bulls of different ages, and, naturally some 
will be more highly fitted than others. 
Among those we saw and liked was a young 
bull calf sired by a grandson of Revolution 
100th, and out of a daughter of this same 
bull. This calf was at Milo Sheats’ farm, 
and we regret he lacks a bit of age. Yet, 
he is a good type calf, dropped in February 
of 1940 and looks like a good prospect. H. 
Lee Thornton offers a Tolan Blackcap bull 
sired by Eileenmere 183d, he a son of 
Fileenmere 85th, and out of a dam by 
Fileenmere 140th, a full brother to the fam- 
ous Blackcap Tolan 35th. He is a coming 
two year old bull and is ready for service. 
At John Nelson & Sons we had a look at 
another coming two year old bull, a son of 
Beileenmere, he by Eileenmere 32d and with 
adam by Elban of Page. This bull has the 
age, the type and the breeding to prove a 
real herd sire. We liked him much and 
consider him him one of the better bulls in 
the sale. Another bull, that we liked was 
a grandson of Double Burgess, a short leg- 
ged kind of a calf with plenty of thickness 
and the right type. His dam was a 4-H 
club grand champion at the Mercer County 
fair on two occasions. We saw him at Al- 
fred Munson’s farm and he should prove 
attractive to more than one buyer interested 
in securing a bull. 

H. S. Bridgford of Joy, Illinois, has been 
offering one bull each year. They have 
been sired by Sir Burgess M. and this year 
he lists a pair of sons of this bull. One is 
a Glencarnock Elba and the other a Cridlan 
Evergreen. We didn’t see them but Mana- 
ger McWhorter stated they would be good. 
At the 1939 Brown-Tudor sale, a young 
bull was purchased by a group of Mercer 
county breeders. This bull was Erian B. 
3d, a son of Envious Blackecap B. 6th, the 
1939 International grand champion bull. Six 
of this young bull’s sons will be offered at 
the sale, and we venture that a nice profit 
will be the result of his purchase, on the 
Sale of these six calves. Two come from 


the herd of G. A. Morgan, one a Blackcap 
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and the other a_ Blackbird. Mr. Morgan 
has been selling the tops in the Mercer 
County sales on several occasions and will 
again be trying. Two more are from Farr 
Carroll’s herd, and one of this pair is a 
Glencarnock Elba and the other a McHenry 
Blackcap. Erian B. 3d’s two other sons to 
sell in the sale come from the herd of L. 
McWhorter & Son and both are good. One 
is a bit young, but has the type. Of this 
pair, one is out of a full sister to the Glen- 
carnock Elba cow purchased by Mr. C. E. 
Reed, of Wichita, Kansas, at the 1939 sale 
for $710.00, and the other is out of a Juana 
Erica cow, that Mr. McWhorter has con- 
signed to the sale. Both are good young 
bulls and should be seen. J. L. Hamilton, 
cf Little York, has the honor of having sold 
the top bull in a Mercer County sale, that 
being Burgess Revolution B. 2d, purchased 
in the 1940 sale by Cesor Farms, Farming- 
ton, Michigan, at $1500.00. Mr. Hamilton 
offers a good son of this bull in the March 
sale as well as a pair of good daughters, the 
latter bred to Burgess Marshall L., a son of 
Burgess Marshall B. 

That about covers the bulls which we 
saw, and the others are about of the same 
order. Mr. McWhorter stated he could have 
offered a hundred bulls, but preferred to 
make the offering a better average than 
mere numbers would make. We know that 
good bulls are anything but easy to locate 
and these young bulls offered at Aledo 
might be just what some breeder is lookiny 
for, and we would advise getting the cata- 
log as well as attending the sale. 

It is quite universally agreed that good 
females are easier to breed than good bulls. 
Mercer county offers a splendid lot of fe- 
males this year. In commenting about 
them, we shall consider the cows, bred and 
open heifers, as single groups. 

In numbers there will be offered about 
twenty cows either with calves at side or 
due to calve early this spring. Hugh Mc- 
Whorter is offering a grand pair of cows. 
One is a Juana Erica in calf to Prince Evi- 
dent of Sunbeam, he a son of Black Prince 
of Sunbeam the 1939 International grand 
champion bull and of Evince, a daughter 
of Earl Marshall, a cow that is now twenty- 
three years of age and still producing. 

Prince Evident of Sunbeam is developing 
into a real bull. The co-partnership that 
purchased him last spring at Sunbeam 
Farms’ sale recently turned down a bona- 
fide offer of almost $1500.00 profit, and we 
recall the purchase price was $1020.00 last 
June. The other is a Miss Burgess of the 
Maid of Bummer strain, and she sells with 
a bull calf at sire sired by Hideway Farm’s 
Burgess Deluxe bull. This Miss Burgess 
cow is in our mind one of the attractions of 
the sale, the kind of a cow than any breeder 
can use to good advantage in his herd. 


Milo Sheats offers a pair of cows, one a 
Blackeap with a calf at side by Burgess Rev- 
olution B. 2d and the other a half sister of 
Oglelawn Blackbird 10th, the winning two 
year old and senior yearling for Cold Satur- 
day Farm in Maryland. This one has a 
calf at side by a grandson of Black Bel- 
more. A rather attractive pair of cows has 
been consigned by Mr. Charles Yerkey, of 
Aledo, one a Queen Mother and the other 
a McHenry Blackcap, the latter bred to a 
good two year old bull, Burgess 56th, sired 
by Revelation 11th and out of a dam by 


Elgon Marshall 2d. This same bull, by the 
way, sells in the sale and he will be one 
of the tops in the auction. Mr. Yerkey’s 
other cow is selling with a calf at side by 
the same bull. We mentioned the cows of- 
fered by Mr. Bridgford, but failed to state 
that both have heifer calves at side by 
Everelban, he a Glencarnock Elba son of 
Eminence of St. Albans. 

Farr Carro!] offers a Glencarnock Elba, a 
Blueribbon Blackbird and a pair of Black- 
caps, all bred to calve to the service of Bur- 
gess Deluxe, the bull that was purchased 
late last summer by Mr. W. G. Mennen 
from McWhorter-Carroll, and a bull we 
considered good enough to grace our cover. 
His calves should be right. Dr. R. C. John- 
ston lists a Miss Burgess cow by Burgess 
23d in calf to Burgess Mariner, and if you 
have a liking for some Miss Burgess blood 
this shouid answer your desire, for here is 
a double bred Miss Burgess bred to a Miss 
Burgess. Hugh McWhorter states she is 
really good. Dr. Johnston also offers a Mc- 
Henry Blackcap bred to Mercer 2d, the sire 
of Mercer, 1938 International grand cham- 
pion steer, and an Erica and a Ballindalloch 
Blackbird also bred to this same Interna- 
tional grand champion steer sire. Dave 
Candor usually lists more cattle, and his 
consignment is always of the tops, and he 
too, offers a cow, a Miss Burgess with a 
calf at side by and rebred to Elbar Burgess. 
Here too, is a good cow, one that should 
prove well worth the study and considera- 
tion of a breeder anxious to buy foundation 
material. 

Bred and open heifers will include the 
single consignment of Paul J. Graham, 
president of the Mercer County association. 
She is a daughter of Baringo of Woodcote, 
and is a full sister to the McHenry Barbara 
heifer that sold to Mr. Otto G. Nobis at 
$550.00, and will sell bred to Burgess De- 
luxe. It is our understanding that Mr. 
Graham’s heifer is one of the tops in the 
sale. Milo Sheats sells three bred heifers, 
all bred to Erian B. 3d, one a Georgina, an- 
other a_ Ballindalloch Blackbird and the 
third a McHenry Blackcap. Possibly the 
top heifer we saw was the daughter of 
Eileenmere 85th that Hugh McWhorter is 
consigning. She sells safe in calf to Prince 
Evident of Sunbeam. In fact, we didn’t 
quite agree with Hugh as to which female 
he was offering was the top one, our choice 
being the daughter of 85th, the 1935 Inter- 
national grand champion. Mr. McWhorter’s 
other bred heifer is a Glencarnock Elba 
bred to Pat Junior, and she too is a good fe- 
male. J. E. Brown and Sons offer five 
open daughters of their old herd bull, Elby- 
ron, and G. A. Morgan has eight open heif- 
ers listed, some by Erian B. 3d, Pat Jr., 
Prizemere’s Pride and Bandolier of Lonjac 
a son of Bandolier of Anoka. Farr Carroll 
lists a Georgina bred to Burgess Deluxe 
that should sell well, and a heifer calf. C. 
R. Gates lists five open daughters of 
Beileenmere, including McHenry Barbaras, 
Elbas, and Ericas. 

All in all, the 1941 Mercer County sale 
offers a nice lot of cattle. Naturally, not 
all are show prospects. Mercer County 
breeders do not so claim. In fact, they and 
their manager, Mr. Hugh McWhorter like

is due. To us, such a proceeding of giving 
credit bespeaks honesty and gentlemanli- 
ness. Our hats are frankly off to Dr. Gay. 
That he is right is true for Mr. J. B. Me- 
Corkle fairly breathes pure bred live stock, 
and in his position of secretary of the Ohio 
Aberdeen-Angus Breeders Association, he 
has and does exercise much effort toward 
the promotion of the breed in the Buckeye 
ile Dr. Gay’s pleasing remarks 
and his statements of personal pleasure at 
the progress of the breed in Ohio was the 
introduction of Mr. Kenneth McGregor, 
president of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association, who had seen fit to 
grace the Buckeye meeting with his person. 

Few breeders recognize more fully the 
value of breeding in the operation of a pure 
bred herd of Aberdeen-Angus_ cattle, or 
know more generations of International 
winners than does Mr. McGregor and his 
remarks dealing with the value of strains 
of breeding in the advancement of the 
breed was most enlightening and valuable 
to all those present. Opening his remarks 
Mr. McGregor reminisced a bit on some of 
the old time breeders, including Messrs. 
Bradfute, Turnbull and Caldwell, the latter 
still operating and very successfully so, a 
good herd of breeding cattle. Kenneth Mc- 
Gregor stated among other things that 
breeding good cattle is no simple task, no 
easy method of success has ever been evolv- 
ed and that to attain any measure of suc- 
cess requires much planning, experimenta- 
tion and careful thought. He also stated 
that no matter how formidable any breed- 
ing animal’s individuality might be that 
animal must still have background, a pedi- 
gree if you wish to even reasonably assure 
success.

His emphasis of certain 
strains of the breed and how their offspring 
has either in the first, second or third 
generation produced some one or more top 
show winners was both of interest and of 
much value to his hearers. Frankly, we 
believe, we enjoyed his remarks more than 
any speech we have heard at a meeting of 
Aberdeen-Angus folk, for the whole of his 
comment seemed to center on breed promo- 
tion through careful breeding practices.

Annual Meeting of Michigan Breeders Attracts a Nice Crowd

deen-Angus Breeders’ Association, called 
the meeting to order at a few minutes after 
ten on Tuesday morning, February 4th. 

After introducing many of the breeders 
as well as those from out of state, which 
included both Mr. Kenneth McGregor, Ada, 
Minnesota, and Mr. W. H. Tomhave, Chi- 
cago, the president and secretary respec- 
tively of the American Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Association. Mr. Smith followed 
with a few remarks on his experience with 
the control of Bangs disesase, in connection 
with recent articles that have appeared in 
different publications favoring calf vaccina- 
tion. 

The reports of the Secretary-Treasurer, 
Mr. Avery Martin, of Croswell, Michigan, 
were read and approved, after which Mr.

Mr. Tomhave responded with some good 
advice concerning the promotion of the 
breed through the auction sale of breeding 
cattle. Especially necessary to best secure 
the promotion is the consignment of breed- 
ing stock of good type, and cattle that are 
in an attractive condition. Mr. Tomhave

also remarked that the association plans 
more and better promotion through a 
greater expenditure of money and _ told 
Michigan breeders that another fieldman 
had been secured and that his time and 
effort would be expended east of the Miss- 
issippi river. 

Mr. George Newlin, Cesor Farms’ mana- 
ger, next offered a few remarks on “meas- 
urement of a beef sire” through the meas- 
urement of beef calves. Although he did 
not offer any actual means of accomplish- 
ing such an end, he did stimulate some of 
us to some thought on the subject. Mr. 
Newlin also commented on the value of a 
Michigan summer show, and the correspond- 
ing value of promotion through shows, pic- 
nics and other get-to-gethers of breeders. 


Dr. Ralph Wadley, owner of Raona 
Farms, next spoke briefly on how it felt to 
him as a new exhibitor to show at the Inter- 
national. It will be recalled that Raona 
Farm exhibited one of the first calves ever 
to drop on the farm and that this same 
calf, Raona’s Revolution, placed third in a 
strong class of senior bull calves. 

Mr. Smith next introduced Mr. Kenneth 
McGregor, and he responded with some 
tried advice about successfully breeding live 
stock.

the past few years, but can and have room 
for much more. Constant effort, now, when 
there is most apparent a consciousness for 
pure bred live stock can do much to keep 
the breed going ahead.

Mixing Whitewash. ; 

To the Editor: We have a lot of white- 
washing to do. Can you give us a formu- 
la for mixing it?—S., El Monte. ; 

It has been our experience that the time- 
tried government whitewash is about the 
most durable of all the various formulae. 
It is as follows: ; , * 

Soak 40 pounds of lime in boiling water, 
covering to keep in the steam. Strain the 
liquid and add 15 pounds of salt previously 
dissolved in warm water, three pounds of 
ground rice boiled to a thin paste and stir- 
red in while hot, one half pound of Span-

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ish whiting and one pound of glue dissolved 
by soaking in cold water and then hung 
over a slow fire in a glue pot. To this 
mixture, add five gallons of hot water, stir 
well and let stand for several days covered 
from dust. It is best applied hot but this 
is not absolutely necessary. 

Here is another fairly durable whitewash 
that does not require the elaborate mixing 
and ingredients of the government form- 
ula: Mix together five pounds of lime, % 
pound of salt and % pound of sulphur, 
Slake the lime slowly with about five pints 
of water and add the salt and sulphur while 
it is boiling. Add enough water to make a 
good wash; fine for tree trunks. 

The simplest formula that we know of 
but not as durable as the above is to add 
two gallons of water to 10 pounds of quick- 
lime and let ’er boil. Then add more wa- 
ter after slaking to bring the wash to the 
desired consistency.—Ex.

My human friends call him a dumb 
black Aberdeen-Angus steer, but I call him 
an intelligent animal with an_ interesting 
personality.

What is a 
Good Cow Worth? 


The above title appeared over an article 
by H. J. Gramlich in The Shorthorn World 
of May, 1940. 

Although I do not breed Shorthorn cat- 
tle, for many years I have read The Short- 
horn World almost as faithfully as I read 
our own breed publications, The Guernsey 
Breeders’ Journal and The Aberdeen-Angus 
Breeders’ Journal. There is no issue in 
which I do not find an article worth many 
times more than the cost of the yearly sub- 
scription. I like the Shorthorn breeders, 
too, for they are a fine lot of men. I sus- 
pect that the traditions back of the breed 
are a great inspiration to them to carry on. 

When I say “men” I mean real MEN. 
One thing I like about the breeding of pure- 
bred livestock—one finds MEN in all lines. 
My experience in breeding Guernsey cattle 
over a period of twenty years has brought 
me in contact with many upstanding men 
in all breeds of beef and dairy cattle, hogs 
and sheep. 

I spent much of the past year in the Mid- 
dle West, visiting J. C. Penney Company 
stores and devoting considerable time to my 
five farms in Missouri, where with my 
partners-managers I am endeavoring to do 
a piece of constructive work. Being away 
so much ! got behind with my reading, so 
that only recently did I come across the 
article referred to. It reminded me so much 
of a Guernsey cow I bought at the Mixter 
Dispersal Sale fifteen years ago that I felt 
impelled to write the story of MIXTER 
FAITHFUL which celebrated her twenty- 
second birthday on December 17, 1940. 

Mixter Faithful 101637 AR was bred at 
Mixter Farm. She was sired by Langwater 
Demonstrator 16451 AR, which begot 13 
AR sons and 79 AR daughters, twenty-six 
of which had records of 600 lbs. B. F. or 
over. Five daughters of Langwater Demon- 
strator averaged 14724.5 lbs. milk, 802.8 Ibs. 
B. F. Ten of his daughters averaged 13874.7 
lbs. milk, 764.9 Ibs. B. F. 

At the Mixter Farm sale I bought two of 
Langwater Demonstrator’s daughters, Mix- 
ter Faithful, for which I paid $12,700; and 
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Mixter Fairmaid 87394 AR, for which I 
paid $12,000. (Her record 16664.9 lbs. milk, 
921.5 lbs.

Perhaps some of you feel otherwise about 
dispersion sales, but I always have a certain 
feeling of, say sadness, when a good herd 
of females is disbanded. Why, I do not 
know, for certainly it is much better to 
have them distributed among other breed- 
ers, where they can go ahead and produce 
quality calves, than it would be to part with 
them in any other manner. 

The sale was scheduled for one o’clock 
Saturday afternoon, January 18th, at De- 
Witt, Iowa, but due to the extreme icy roads 
in this part of the state, with very little 
travel being done on the highways the mid 
part of this same week I left home Friday 
afternoon late and drove through to DeWitt. 
The trip ordinarily would take less than 
five hours, but today, with the roads so 
slick it took over seven to make it to De- 
Witt. 

On arrival in town it was much too late 
to drop in at the sale barn, so drove directly 
to the little hotel and met Leslie Hamilton 
and his wife from Good Hope, Illinois, and 
a Mr. S. S. Boyer, Smithville, Texas, both 
here for the business of purchasing some of 
these cattle. While talking to Les, found 
that Bill Barton was to arrive on the ten 
o’clock train, so at train time we drove to 
the depot, but no Bill, although we did pick 
up three passengers, one from Indiana, one 
from Ohio, and all three headed for the 
same destination—the Hansen sale. 


Saturday morning the roads were still 
quite bad, with little indication that they 
would get any better, on arrival at the 
barns we found that very few men were on 
hand to examine the cattle, in fact the 
chances for a real sale were looking pretty 
slim until nearly noon when more arrived. 
I guess everyone had the same idea, that 
the bad roads would keep competition away 
from the sale and that a good chance pre- 
vailed to pick up some good breeding stock 
at a real bargain, for after all we all at- 
tend sales to buy the best at the lowest pos- 
sible figure, not to see who will pay the 
most for any certain individual. 

Breeders were present from nine states 
that I could count, knowing the men and 
their homes, but it could be that other 
states were represented, however on final 
count the cattle were sent into eight states 
including, Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, Minne- 
sota, Ohio, Indiana, Texas and North Caro- 
lina, a good spread of territory for the first

the start of the sale. 

The cattle were all gentle and were to be 
found in a large barn just west of the sale 
barn proper, where the females were all 
turned loose in large pens and the buyers

could go right in and look them over closely 
ahead of the sale. The cattle went through 
the ring in a hurry as only the bulls were 
led on halter, the females were run into the 
ring unaided by halter and after being sold 


“were let out the other side of the ring into 


large lots, later to be separated and put 
back into the pens and loaded into the 
trucks. 

The cows and calves were the first to sell, 
the first three head to come into the ring 
bringing two-ninety, three-sixty and three- 
seventy-five respectively, putting us all at 
ease, for we knew that the cattle were being 
appreciated and that these good females 
would bring somewhere near their true 
worth. Of the thirty-six females sold, nine 
brought over three hundred, with the top 
cow, Georgina of Pope 2d 561547, bringing 
four hundred and seventy-five dollars and 
going to the neighboring state of Missouri. 

At last count sixteen head were scheduled 
for Missouri, ten for Illinois. These two 
states taking the bulk of the cattle from 
this sale, with several of the tops going to 
Ohio. These thirty-six females, listed in 
the sale catalog, sold for an average price 
of two hundred thirty-five dollars and 
sixty-nine cents. There were also sixteen 
voung heifers, owned by Hansen, that sold 
this day. These cattle were purchased by 
Hansen from the Fidlar herd and they were 
bred just like the other sale cattle as Mr. 
Fidlar had been using a former Laudmere 
sire. Katro 4th of Page, a son of General 
of Page, and the dams of these calves had 
all originally been purchased from the Han- 
sen herd. One pair of these little heifers 
sold for one hundred and thirty dollars and

The bull auction did not avera 
as the females, only nine bulls sold i 
an average of a little over one hundred and 
seventy-eight dollars. Tildon Guyer ye 
Nation, Iowa, purchased Elvanier 494398 . 
Finlarig Elba, sired by Envoy of Erin that 
good P. J. Donohoe sire, for two-fifty. An- 
other of the tops was the old herd sire 
Blackcap Eileenmere 3d, a son of Eileen. 
mere 15th. He sold to Lloyd Dudgeon 
Hedrick, Iowa, for an even two hundred and 
another was Laudmere Jantzen, son of 
Jantzen the $3,100.00 bull that sold in the 
Hamilton Brothers sale last year to Hartley 
Stock Farm, who brought two hundred and 
remained close to home, going to Edward 
Wiese, Dixon, Iowa. 

In all, the sale was a real success, Han. 
sens were pleased to see so many friends 
and breeders present and we were all sorry 
to see the herd dispersed and also sorry 
that many of those present had to go home 
without any cattle. Some present paid 
more than they anticipated, some managed 
to pick up a few real bargains, but all cat- 
tle sold were bargains, and good additions 
to the other herds. Those who did not buy 
helped Hansens by their presence. ? 

Col. Roy Johnson, Belton, Missouri, did 
another of his fine jobs in putting the cattle 
in the bank. Bill Barton made one of the 
shortest talks on record, and one of the 
best, and a telegram from Mal Hansen in- 
forming that he was a proud father of a 
baby girl, will make this a day long re- 
membered for the Hansen family.

Marion County—towa

them cattle at a price that would profit 
both the seller and the buyer and make the 
purchaser a profit by owning the animals, 

After these various reports and recom- 
mendations by the secretary, Walter Brown, 
county agent of Marion County gave some 
ramarks of praise to the breeders for their 
accomplishments and advise them of the 
importance of the pasture program in beef 
production. Club agent Don Rinner, gave 
some interesting facts concerning the win- 
nings of Marion County bred and fed Aber- 
deen-Angus baby beeves and beef heifers 
at the various state and interstate shows.

Yay how she had passed her famous birth- 
ay. 

In future, when facts are fully establish- 
ed, without a doubt the history of Emma- 
dine Farm will revolve around two or three 
great cows. Breeding operations at Emma- 
dine today are bringing together the blood 
lines of these great cows with the idea of 
establishing families rather than merely 
mating cows and bulls that have good 
breeding back of them. Thus not only line- 
breeding but inbreeding is being success- 
fully carried on. 

Referring again to the history of Short- 
horns, I have a tear sheet from The Short- 
horn World giving an account of the breed- 
ing that produced “COMET”, perhaps one 
of the greatest Shorthorn bulls ever bred 
in England. A study of his pedigree reveals 
the closest in-breeding. Recently at Emma- 
dine Farm we have had dropped a bull calf 
sired by Foremost Royal Valor 229913 
(grandson of Mixter Faithful) and out of 
Valor’s Charity 187201 AR (which has 
seven AR records, her last record in Class 
A being 17892.4 lbs. milk, 913.9 lbs. B. F.). 
We have named him “Foremost Comet.” 
Based on the soundest principles of in- 
breeding we have every reason to believe 
that this young bull will carry on as his 
illustrious forbears have done and that he 
will become one of our important herd sires. 


The breeding operations being carried on 
by Bill Hepburn at Emmadine Farm are 
making Guernsey history. Not only is the 
utmost thought being given to breeding but 
to feeding as well. The calves are handled 
carefully from the time they are taken 
away from their mothers through their calf- 
hood and heifer stages. The heifers are not 
pampered. They get the right rations but 
have to “rough it.” Experience has taught 
us that this is the only way to insure longe- 
vity and to get a good, useful “pay-her- 
way” cow. 

The character of the soil is being studied 
constantly to make certain it receives, 
through application of proper fertilizers, 
the elements that produce good bone. For 
I believe firmly that the French saying, 
“The horse is as much and more the son of 
the soil upon which he is foaled and reared 
as of his sire and dam,” applies equally as 
well to the breeding of cattle as to horses. 

In England for hundred of years large 
breeders of live stock have handed down 
their herds from one generation to the next, 
so that a continuity of breeding operations 
has resulted. Based on this idea of con- 
tinuous breeding operations, arrangements 
have been made for the perpetuity. of Em- 
madine Farm. 

About three years ago, Foremost Guern- 
sey Association, Inc., was organized and 
took title to Emmadine Farm and the herd 
of Foremost Guernseys. Under the terms of 
its charter, Foremost Guernsey Association, 
Inc. is to continue the operation of Emma- 


dine Farm and the herd for sixty years 
from the date of its organization, at the

The greatest fault 
in the technique of these starlings was that

When cattle are infested with but one of 
the two types of grubs, two Derris Wash 
treatments about thirty days apart will kil] 
practically all grubs which appear in the 
treated cattle during the grub season, say 
specialist of the U. S. Bureau of Animal 
Industry. One treatment usually kills a 
very large percentage of the grubs, but is 
not as effective as two treatments. The 
first wash should be applied from 25 to 30- 
days after the first grub holes appear in the 
skin. The Derris powder remains in the 
hair coat and on the skin of treated animals 
for several weeks to kill new grubs and lice 
as they may appear. 

The federal Bureau of Animal Industry 
in its circular by Dr. Imes on the control of 
cattle grubs, issued November 1940, states 
that Derris washes should be prepared just 
before they are used. Dissolve 4 oz. of 
ordinary soap flakes in 1 gallon of warm 
water, Soap must be well dissolved and 
thoroughly mixed with the water. Then 
add Derris or Cube powder containing not 
less than 4% rotenone in the proportion of

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12 oz. to each gallon of water. After the 
mixture is well stirred, it is ready for use. 
Dipping is the most practical method of 
treating large numbers of cattle with Der- 
rish washes. Where dipping facilities are not 
available, washes can be applied by hand. 

Yemove the porcelain lining of a glass, pint 
fruit jar. Then punch a number of holes in 
the metal cap. Fill the jar with the well 
stirred Derris wash and flow the mixture 
from the jar along the middle line of the 
animal’s hack. An operator on each side of 
the animal should scrub the wash well into 
the hair and skin of the backs and upper 
sides of cattle with stiff fibre brushes. 

As the neck, shoulders and brisket are 
spots usually infested with lice, scrub the 
wash over these sections. Herds badly in- 
fested with lice and grubs can be effective- 
ly and economically treated by dipping in 
Derrish wash. 

To eradicate cattle grubs in a definite 
area it is necessary to treat all infested 
cattle. Until area work is started, individ- 
ua! farms can lower the number of heel 
flies by killing the larvae or grubs. As each 
female fly is capable of laying about 500 
eggs, it is advisable to kill every grub pos- 
sible. 

Reports from Oklahoma, Texas and Can- 
ada state that the average cost of treating 
is comparatively inexpensive. As 1 pound 
of Derris powder of 5% rotenone content 
will treat an average of 10 or more cattle 
and calves, the cost per head should be 
around 8c. The cost of the treatment is 
small compared to the losses in sales price, 
milk production, gains in weight, in value 
of damaged hides and in trimming and de- 
valuing of parts of carcasses in contact with 
grubs. Since grubby backs will again be in 
apparently normal condition in from two to 
three weeks time after treatment, the treat- 
ed cattle will not be sold at a discount be- 
cause of grubs. The eradication of cattle 
grubs is a profitable as well as humane 
operation.

The breeders decided to have a 
field day and type conference meeting this 
summer. Tentative date is July 12th and 
will be held at the University in the Animal 
Husbandry arena. 4-H and F. F. A. Club 
teams will be invited to participate in judg- 
ing contest at this time and funds were pro- 
vided to award prizes to the top men in the 
contest.

tract which we knew extended on the west 
to the rises signaling the approach of the 
Andes and on the east to the Atlantic Ocean. 
Our much-travelled English friend remarked 
that it was the Steppe of Russia, the Afri- 
can Veldt, and the Savanna of Brazil, ming!- 
ed into one, and yet with its own distinctive 
qualities. 

Of a sudden the rain subsided and the 
atmosphere became more clear. The con- 
dition of the road also changed. We could 
tell that we were on an improved roadbed. 
And through the misty darkness we could 
make out trees and shrubbery, and we were 
told that we were passing through a large 
park, one of several hundred acres, which 
marked the entrance of the Zuberbuhler 
holdings. The next day we were driven 
through this park and found it very beauti- 
ful, indeed. Every tree, shrub, and plant 
had been put there, and they had _ been 
brought from the four corners of the world. 
Later in our travels we saw other similar 
parks and some solid timber tracts of even 
greater dimensions which were parts of 
estancias, and all of which had been planted 
by the owners and were being carefully 
cared for. We learned that for a great 
many years it has been the policy of many 
of the large land owners of Argentina to 
devote a great deal of their land and much 
expense to the development of park and 
timbered areas. In doing this, their pur- 
pose is a two-fold-one, to add to the beauty 
and economic welfare of their own proper- 
ties, and the other, for the benefit of the 
naturally treeless country as a whole. This 
is one of their several important contribu- 
tions to posterity. 

Perhaps I should again remind my read- 
ers that we are now in the area referred to 
in an earlier article as the cereal and live 
stock zone of the Argentine, and that of 
the two, live stock is the more important. 
Therefore, it will be seen that the private 
parks and forest tracts not only add to the 
beauty of the countryside, but serve as a 
protection for livestock against wind and 
storms. Of the different branches of live 
stock in this area, cattle raising is of major 
importance. The land owner prefers the 
raising of cattle to any other use of his

aristocracy as a logical product. A parallel 
to this mode of life might have been dieu 
ed in the United States prior to 1860 on the 
large cotton plantations of the south which 
disappeared with slavery—the end of 
loathsome institution, but also the death of 
the fairest social system which we have ever 
developed in the United States. Please do 
not misunderstand me, and be led to believe 
that the Argentines have anything resem. 
bling our one-time slave system of the 
south. On the other hand, the goucho and 
the peon who supply the labor of the estan- 
cias are paid in conformity to the general 
standard of wages of the country, which 
although a great deal lower than our own, 
is in proportion to commodity prices and 
other living costs in that country. We found 
both the goucho and the peon a happy and 
a contented people and extremely devoted to 
their employers. I shall probably say more 
of them later. 


It was nearly midnight when we ap- 
proached the Zuberbuhler estancia house, 
which lay several miles within the entrance 
gates of the property. It was my observa- 
tion that in Argentina it is a pretty much 
prescribed rule that about five miles is the 
proper limit from the front gate to the 
house of the owner, and that this approach 
is usually through a park or at least through 
a tree-lined roadway. And at the end of 
this drive one often finds, in addition to the 
owner’s mansion, a veritable little town 
composed of guest houses, houses for the 
help, a private school, and a chapel. This 
was about what we found, and brilliantly 
lighted, upon our arrival at Senor Zuber- 
buhler’s. The house of low, rambling Span- 
ish architecture was very pretty, and its 
setting was ideal. It covered much ground, 
and contained many rooms. Due to the fact 
that the Zuberbuhlers were spending all of 
the winter months at their town house in 
Buenos Aires, the house at La Celina was 
unoccupied at the time, with the exception 
of the servants. Everything had, however, 
been put in readiness to insure our utmost 
comfort upon arrival. Lighted fireplaces 
added to the charm of the great living 
room which we first entered. As we had 
had a long and strenuous day, our thought- 
ful hostess, Senora Zuberbuhler, very short- 
ly had us assigned to our sleeping quarters, 
in which a cheerful grate fire was also burn- 
ing, which was very welcome, considering 
the damp chill of the night outside. It was 
in the pleasant atmosphere of La Celina 
that we spent the next three days—three of 
the most delightful days of my memory.

The Breeding Classes. 

Because of the auction sale 
being slated for Monday 
afternoon it was found neces- 
sary to put the breeding 
classes over to Tuesday morn- 
ing at eight o’clock.

pionships it fell to the lot of Bill Ehrman, 
of Gering, Nebraska, to capture the cham- 
pionship with his heavy light weight steer 
Barney. This was a particularly thick, low 
set, well covered calf. Next him in reserve 
position stood Elvin Powell, of Saratoga, 
Wyoming, with another very good calf nam- 
ed Amos. This in the Junior section. 


Then came the open classes, here the 
championship for the breed fell to Tim 
Pierce showing an exceptionally smooth 
youngster which had won the heavy light 
weight class. The reserve for the breed 
went to Black Thunder shown by the Colo- 
rado State College, a calf that had been bred 
by Albert Kniese, of Anton, Colorado. He 
was low set, thick, and deep, perhaps a bit 
soft to go to the top in the hands of Judge 
John Brown, of Rose Hill, Iowa, who per- 
haps has fed and showed as many steers as 
any other man in America. 

It was up to Judge Blizzard, of Oklahoma 
A. & M. College to say where the inter- 
breed championships should hang. A deep, 
soggy Hereford drew the coveted grand 
championship rosette over all breeds. The 
judgment of John Brown was reversed when 
his breed champion was turned down and 


reveal more than the usual 
number of men making ex- 
hibits. The veteran breeder 
and showman John Brown, of Rose Hill, 
Iowa, had left his herd at home and journey- 
ed all the way to the mountain country to 
serve in the capacity of judge for the Aber- 
deen-Angus exhibits. The bulls as well as 
the females brought out many of the 
breed’s top specimens for comparison.
